NEW YORK — Saenosts have mor 
evidence that a particular gene stand 
guard against the most common cance 
in people, and that damage in the gen 
leads to sldn cancer. 

At least 750.000 Americans a year ge 
the skin cancer, called basal cell cara 
noma. 

It is highly curable if treated early 
and deaths are rme. ' 

The new work might lead to a sub 
stance that could be smeared on th 
skin cancers to stand in for the. dam 
aged gene, and so provide a treatment 
said Dr. Mae Gailani of the Yale' 
University School of Medicine.

Such cstrangcmcnrlcads to fewer 
child support payments and' more juve- 
nile problems, said Tnmncr, who suf- 
fered through a bruising divorce of his 
own. ' :

Some of the mutations identified 
were clearly caused by sunlight expo- 
sure, which is known to promote ba^ 
colI-canccr;.buL the cause.of othcr_ 
mutations was not clear. So other 
unknown factors may damage the gene 
too, researchers said.

NEW YORK — Ffiur-year-old Nadine 
Lockwood spent most of her short life on 
a.foam rubber mattress in a rickety crib 
that was shoved in the .comer of a tiny, • 
dark bedroom. 

Many neighbors' said Monday that 
wliilc they knew the family’s other chil- 
dren, they did not even. know Nadine 
existed until after she died Saturday, , 
apparently starved to death, her anhsx 
imdlcgs'as'thina^Sticks. 

Authorities said the little girl's mother 
told thdm she had not fed Nadine' regu- 
larly for a year and did not seek medical - 
help even when she realized the girl was 
dying ' . , ; 

According to prosecutors, Carla 
Loclnvood said she took enre of the other 
six children in her custody but- withheld 
food and medical care because she didn’t ' 
.'want or love Nadine. 

Lockwood, 32, was arraigned Monday 
on dwugcs of second-degree murder and 
cndan ge rinfi'tiie welfare of a child. She 
was o^rca held 4vithout boil peq^ding a ' 
court appearance Tuesday.

T^?e 2 diabetes usually devel- 
ops in people older than 40, who 
are treated with diet, exercise, 
oral drugs and sometimes insulin 
injections. 

Genes lie along microscopic 
strings called chromosomes, and 
the new study identifies a piece 
of a chromosome that appears to 
harbor a diabetes gene. The 
region may contain 100 genes or 
so, which is around a thousandth 
of the whole human collection, 
researcher Eric Lander said. 

Nobody knows what fraction of 
type 2 dbbetes might be related 
to the gene, he said in a tele- . 
phone interview from Finland^ 
Lander, of the Whitehead 
Institute for Biomedical

He told a session of the 78th 
annual American Legion conven- 
tion here that the only way to 
describe the, administration’s 
actions is “shameful .... At best 
they’ve misled our people." 

A spokesman in Washington for 
the \^te House dismissed Ford’s 
claims as not true. 

“This administration’s highest 
priority in our relations with 
Vietnam is a full accounting of 
those. missing in action,” said 
spokeanaix Bany Toiv. 

Ford, a former deputy secretary of 
Defense and official ivith the Central 
InieBigcncc Agency, said the Clinton 
odmiimtration has accounted for the 
remains of 89 missing in action 
beauscithoschon^the rales and 
loosened the definition of coopera- 
tion with Vietnam.
